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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



1. The reply filed on February 4 5 2002 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

In the restriction requirement, Applicants were asked to elect one of SEQ ID NOs 17, 22-25, 
from Groups I-V. Applicants argue that SEQ ID NO: 22-25 are sub-sequences of SEQ ID NO: 17, 
and therefore related, thus should be examined together. Analysis of SEQ ID NO: 17, 22-25 
revealed the following facts: 1) SEQ ID NO: 22 is larger than SEQ ID NO: 17 (944 bp vs. 856 bp, 
therefore cannot be a subset of SEQ ID NO: 17, 2) SEQ ID NO: 23-25 are not subsets of SEQ ID 
NO: 17, but of SEQ ID NO: 22. Therefore search for SEQ ID NO: 17 does not encompass search 
for SEQ ID NO: 22-25. Applicants are advised to make appropriate sequence selection mandated 
by the restriction requirement. (See 37 CFR 1.111). 

In addition, claim dependencies would need to be changed, since the independent claim is 
drawn to SEQ ID NO: 25 (the shortest sequence), and dependent claims 43-54 are drawn to SEQ ED 
NO: 22-24 and 17, all of which are longer and/or different from SEQ ID NO: 25. 

Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1)

which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF
